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NEW MAY SHOW POLICY ON PRIZES 
The Cleveland Museum of Art has announced that graded 
prizes will no longer be awarded to MAY SHOW objects. Instead the 
Jury will give ’’Jury Mentions” to works of special merit. 

In the past the Jury has given special awards; first, 
second, third prizes; and honorable mentions, to other objects. The 
various levels of distinction have been eliminated to prevent 
unnecessary discrimination among objects that are all of a high 
quality. The Museum feels that acceptance for the MAY SHOW is in 
itself rewarding and indicative of a high standard of achievement. 
According to a Museum spokesman, ’’Prizes tend to have the effect of 
too strong a stamp of authenticity which The Museum thinks group 
of jurors changing from year to year should not give.” 

The new policy will take effect with this year’s MAY SHOW 
which opens May 10. It is the first annual show to include artists 
from the entire Western Reserve area including Ashtabula, Ashland, 
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Cuyahoga, Erie, Geauga, Huron, Lake, Lorain, Mahoning, Medina, Portage, 
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Summit and Trumbull. i 
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
